Precautions Can 
Prevent Spotted 
Fever, Says Dept. 

Rocky Mountain spotted fever 
is caused by the bite of an in¬ 
fected tick or contact with tick 
material such as its blood or feces 
on unbroken skin, say a report 
from the Morgan County Health 
Department. 

The incubation period is from 
three to ten days. The disease is 
not communicable from man to 
man. 

The local health department 
urges everyone who works or 
lives in tick-infested areas to 
examine body and clothing twice 
daily. Attached ticks should be 
removed with forceps or paper. 
The ticks should never be re¬ 
moved with bare fingers, as the 
ticks may be crushed and infec¬ 
tion may result. 

The tick bite should be touched 
with an antiseptic. The tick 
should be burned.

U.S. DROUTH AID 
SOUGHT IN STATE 

FRANKFORT, Ky., Aug. 2— 
Governor Wetherby has petitioned 
President Eisenhower for emer¬ 
gency aid for Kentucky's hard- 
stricken farmers, suffering from 
the third consecutive year of 
drouth. 

“Conditions are such as to 
warrant my declaring a state of 
drouth disaster,” said the Gov¬ 
ernor. "I hereby petition you to 
confirm this state of emergency 
and authorize the Federal Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture to institute 
a program of relief with the 
greatest possible dispatch, where¬ 
by farmers can secure whatever 
kind of assistance is available as 
they strive tp meet the serious 
burdens the drouth has created.” 

The Governor acted after the 
State Department of Agriculture 
had completed a survey of the 
situation which "established to 
my firm satisfaction that condi¬ 
tions are such as warrant my 
declaring a state of drouth dis¬ 
aster.” 

EMPLOYMENT IS 
DOWN FOR YEAR 

FRANKFORT, Ky„ Aug. 2— 
The trend of employment in Ken¬ 
tucky is downward, with a loss 
of approximately 20.000 jobs from 
June 1953 through June 1954, the 
State Department of Economic 
Security reported today. 

It was estimated that non-ag- 
ricultural wage and salary work¬ 
ers in Kentucky for June stood 
at 547.200. down 1,400 from May 
but 20,000 under June 1953 to- 
tpi« ) with tho Mav-JunA change 
being caused by a small manu¬ 
facturing gain and larger non¬ 
manufacturing losses. 

Employment in manufacturing 
for June moved up from 145,900 
to 148,200, after five months of 
decline, while non-manufacturing 
totals fell from 402,700 in May 
to 399,000 for June. Most of the 
gains were in the apparel indus¬ 
try, where 1,300 workers were 
recalled from short-time layoffs, 
and the fod products field where 
seasonal employment pushed up¬ 
ward by 600. 

Viewed against a 12-month 
backdrop, manufacturing employ¬ 
ment slumped 7.8 percent or jobs 
for 12,500, with losses being re¬ 
corded by all individual durable 
industries. Lumber and furniture 
were down 19 percent, with 
metal products and equipment in¬ 
dustries registering a 14 percent 
drop.

County Election Boards for the 
coming ASC farmer elections on 
August 30 have received their de¬ 
tailed instructions on the elec¬ 
tion nfooedure and regulations 

The instructions were sent to 
them over the week end in a joint 
letter from Jas. R. Rash, Jr., the 
chairman State ASC committee. 
Dean Frank J. Welch, Director 
of Extension, Earl Mayhew, State 
Director, Farmers Home Admin¬ 
istration, H. K. Gayle, State Con¬ 
servationist, Soil Conservation 
Service, and Burl S. Clair, presi¬ 
dent, Kentucky Farm Bureau 
Federation. 

Each County Election Board is 
made up of the county agent (as 
chairman), the local Soil Con¬ 
servation Service technician, the 
Farmers Home Administration of¬ 
ficer serving the county, and the 
county head of the Farm Bureau. 
Each County Election Board must 
meet at least 12 days before the 
election (although a 11 boards 
have been asked to meet not 
later than August 6) and selects 
Community Election Board for 
each community within the coun¬ 
ty. 

The Community Election board# 
are made up of three farmers 
who reside in the community and 
one is designated chairman by 
the County Election Board. Any 
farmer may serve on a com¬ 
munity Election Board except 
present members of county and 
community ASC committees. The 
community election boards must 
meet on call of the chairman at 
least 10 days before the election 
(although Community Election 
Boards hare been asked to meet 
no later than August 16) and 
nominate 10 persons from their 
community as candidates for the 
community committee. 

The community elections will 
be held at 10:00 a.m. (local Ume 
on Monday, August 30, at a place 
in each community designated by 
the County ASC Committee. 

Printed ballots will be used 
and all voting will be by secret 
ballot The ballots wili include 
the names of the 10 persons nom¬ 
inated by Community ElecUon 
Boards, as well as any name 
nominated by petition. To nom¬ 
inate by petition, any ten eligible 
voters in a community may sub¬ 
mit the name of any eligible per¬ 
son to the Community Election 
Board or to the County ASC of¬ 
fice by August 24, and his name 
will be included on the ballot if 
the Community Election Board 
finds him eligible and willing to 
serve. Names will be placed on 
the ballot in alphabetical order 
with additional spaces provided 
lor nominations from the floor 
and for “write-ins.” 

Ample opportunity will be given 
at the start of the community 
election meeting for additional 
nominations but none will be ac¬ 
cepted after balloting starts. The 
polls will remain open until 1:00 
p.m. in order that late comers 
may have a chance to cast their 
ballots. The chairman of the 
Community Election Board will 
conduct the community election 
and the board will count the 
votes in public view at the meet¬ 
ing place immediately after the 
polls close and announce the re¬ 
sults. Each voter will vote by 
secret ballot for no more than 
five names. The person receiving 
the highest number of votes 
shall be the community chairman, 
the next highest the community 
vice-chairman, and so on through 
the regular member and two al¬ 
ternates. The community chair¬ 
man elected on August 30 will be 
the community delegate to the 
county convention on August 31. 
The vice-chairman elected will 
be the alternate delegate. 

The county convention in each 
county will be held the following 
day at 10:00 a.m. (local time) at 
the County ASC office. The con¬ 
vention will be open to the pub¬ 
lic. The County Office Manager 
will preside as temporary chair¬ 
man of the convention until the 
convention chairman and con¬ 
vention secretary have been 
elected. The convention will then 
nominate and elect the county 
chairman by secret ballot. Next, 
the vice-chairman, then the regu¬ 
lar member and two alternates 
will be elected on separate bal¬ 
lots.

Her first job here at Coeburn 
wias teaching English for four 
years; then she spent two years 
as principal at Tom’s Creek. 19 
years at Cranes Nest and seven 
years at Riverview where she 
finally retired in 1942. 

After school teaching chores 
were completed, Miss Fields re¬ 
tired to the quiet, peaceful at¬ 
mosphere of “Freycroft Cottage,” 
a place as unique as its name. 
The F in Freycroft denotes Fields, 
the REY is after Cora Reynolds, 
a lifelong friend and companion 
who shares the cottage, and 
CROFT means farm in the Sotch 
vernacular, her ancestral home. 

It was almost 10 years after 
retiring that Miss Fields’ poems 
began attracting attention again 
In 1953 two contributions to the 
Poetry Society of Virginia earned 
her a membership and an invita¬ 
tion to submit other works.

Eastern Kentucky to begin transportation and 
consolidation. 

One after another of the one room rural 
schools were abandoned as roads and buses be¬ 
came available. There were a one time 91 rural 
schools in Morgan. Today there are 55. 

The school at West Liberty has more than a 
thousand pupils; Cannel City and Ezel have ap¬ 
proximately 450 pupils each; Crockett. Wrigley 
and Woodsbend have from a 100 to 200 pupils. 

Anyone who studies the situation will see 
that there are other grade schools needed. Such 
schools should have five or six classrooms each 
to serve about 200 pupils. Such a school with a 
good principal, qualified grade teachers, equip¬ 
ment and teaching material would save long hauls 
of pupils and bring the school closer and safer 
home. 

It is hoped that the Minimum Foundation 
Program for education in Kentucky will study 
this situation and need carefully and work closely 
with our county superintendent and board of 
education in planning some of these centralized 
grade schools.

BETTER 4-H CAMP FACILITIES 

ARE NEEDED FOR EASTERN KENTUCKY 

Great progress and improvement has been 
made in farming and farm life in Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky in the last twenty years. Roads, telephones, 
electricity and farm machinery have revolution¬ 
ized agriculture. 

All the farm programs; sponsored by the 
United States Department of Agriculture and the 
State government are doing an excellent job in 
education and promotion of better farm homes 
and more income. 

The training of farm boys and girls to love 
the country, to study and work at projects to 
make and earn money and to be able to make 
their clothing, care for livestock and cultivate a 
plot of land is essential to their future well being. 
County agents, home agents and teachers of ag- 
riculure and home economics have done good 
work. 

In addition to all these things, boys and girls 
need a program of recreation and social life. Part 
of the answer to this is a club camp for 4-H 
club members. Such a camp has existed for 
more than 25 years at Fish Trap in Johnson 
county. And, in honor to a great club leader, the 
camp is known as J. M. Feltner 4-H Camp. It is 
located on the bank of Paint Creek about four 
miles from the U. S. highway on a side road a 
few miles from Paintsville. The facilities include 
two sleeping quarters, a dining hall, another small 
building and stone seats under the cliffs which 
rise more than a hundred feet over the camp 
site. It is a beautiful, cool, shady spot. How¬ 
ever, it has only a small lea-el plot to play. The 
buildings are rougn and getting old. There is no 
shelter house or shelter over the seats. The peo¬ 
ple of Johnson county have been cooperative in 
helping to make the visiting clubs welcome. 

Since the interest and number of club mem¬ 
bers have greatly increased and the activities 
are now more numerous, there is need for larger 
and better facilities. This site does not have the 
level land needed and the road leading to the 
camp is only a gravel road and ot very safe id 
bad weather. 

It seems that a new camp should include such 
things as available water ruppiy, electricity, good 
roads and should be centrally located to serve the 
are?, included. 

First and foremost there should be a good 
sized tract of level land for play and recreation, 
and of course suitable buildings, safe and well 
built. Also since it is to serve farm youth it is 
obvious that it should be located in the farming 
area. 

Plans for such a camp have been discussed 
at a number of meetings of extension agents and 
4-H council members in Eastern Kentucky, and

FARM VS. CITY PRICES 


Courier Want Ads Pay 


Commentators and drug-store economists are 
howling about brtad going up in price while 
wheat is going down. Farmers know that this 
is the way prices often act. Retail meat prices, 
for instance, don’t go down when cattle and hogs 
drop—at least not until a long time after the 
bottom drops out of the livestock market. As a 
matter oi tail, wha* farmers get for wheat or 
stock has little bearing on what consumers pay 
in stores. There are many hands that dip in 
between fields and feed yards and the finished 
product that consumers buy. 


The Courier— 

I see in the Courier that you 
had 100 degree temperature. We 
have had 37 consecutive days 
above 94 degrees and 17 days 
with 100 to 118. three days with 
113, 116 and 118, but we have a 
breeze and it does not seem so 
hot to us. It got hot enough to 
fry an egg on the sidewalk, but 
you couldn’t use any grease—it 
would bum. When it gets below 
we look for a coat. We still have 
August to go through with this 
heat. 

I would like to tell the cattle 
men what we have to contend 
with here affecting cattle and 
kiling them It Is new to the vet¬ 
erinarian. They called it black 
leg. 

There is a brown tick with blue 
legs that get in the cattle’s ears 


and eat to the brain and kill 
them. The news was broadcast 
to all cattle men and they exam¬ 
ined their cattle and found they 
all had ticks in their ears. They 
are not the old Western cattle 
ticks that they used a dip for. 
This is something new. They use 
chloroform to kill them DDT 
won't kill them. 

Editor. I am writing this to in¬ 
form the cattle men of good old 
Morgan so they can save their 
cattle if the ticks show up. The 
origin of the ticks Is unknown. 
All the cattle here are native, 
none shipped in.
